IN the reign of the first George, mezzotint en- 
graving, although it numbered amongst its 
practitioners such men as John Smith, the 
Fabers, and Andrew Miller, shared the fate of 
the higher forms of art, and was little regarded. 
About the middle of the century a French critic,* 
who was also a painter, wrote that an art so 
peculiarly English, was on the decline in this 
country. Little did M. Rouquet suspedt, when 
he gave his opinion, that, lately come to London, 
there was an Irish youth destined to carry the 
art to a height it had not previously attained. 
Moreover, McArdell was the founder of the great 
school of mezzotint engravers of the eighteenth 
century, a leader of men whose works delight by 
their exceeding beauty of execution, and astonish 
by their wonderful exactness to the original 
paintings. 

Of McArdeirs personal history, the details,

given by Strutt and Dodd, are scanty and in- 
accurate. He was born in Cow Lane, afterwards 
Greek Street, Dublin,^ in 1729, or at earliest the 
latter end of 1728, and became a pupil of John 
Brooks, who was the foremost among a school of 
Irish engravers then working in Dublin. Brooks, 
hitherto known as a line engraver, took up mezzo- 
tint about 1740, and persuaded one of the ablest 
practitioners of the art in London, Andrew Miller, 
to collaborate with him in Dublin. Brooks pro- 
duced, at Sir Isaac Newton's Head on Cork-hill, 
capital prints, in which he was assisted at first 
by Miller, afterwards by his pupils, McArdell, 
Houston, Purcell, Spooner, and Ford. A few 
of McArdell's first beginnings are extant ; such 
as a head of Thomas Birch (the reverse of an 
unfinished print by the younger Faber) ; a portrait 
of Primate Boulter, adapted from a print of 
Bishop Howard by his master Brooks ; and 
another of the Princess Carolina Elizabeth (a 
copy of an engraving by John Simon). 

About 1746, McArdell, with Brooks and 
Houston, migrated to London, to be afterwards 
followed by Purcell and Spooner. 

In 1747 he scraped a half-length of Bishop

Seeker, published in London by M. Overton and 
P. Brookes ; also a humorous print (probably 
after his own drawing), called ''Teague's Ramble 
at Charing Cross," published there by Jeffreys 
and Herbert, who were the London agents for 
Brooks's prints. 

After that year, however, master and pupils 
parted company. Brooks took to china enamel- 
ling at Battersea, and eventually to drink, ending 
his days in beggary. Several of McArdell's 
fellow-pupils went the same way. Charles 
Spooner, a Wexford man of rare gifts, was pro- 
bably the worst. Richard Houston, who at first 
rivalled McArdell, started in a good position for 
himself, but died a mere servant of the print- 
sellers. The vicious and extravagant habits of 
Richard Purcell also delivered him into the hands 
of the dealers, and he soon degenerated into a 
mere copyist of other engravers' plates. 

Of McArdell's kindness to these gifted but 
terribly trying countrymen, one touching proof 
remains. When Spooner lay dying, towards the 
close of 1767, he asked to be buried beside his 
old fellow-pupil at Hampstead, and his wish was 
gratified. McArdell also patiently endured their 
unpleasant habit of copying his plates.

Indeed, it was impossible to quarrel with 
McArdelL The only approach to anything of 
the kind recorded of him was when Horace 
Walpole professed to feel " extremely angry " at 
hearing that the engraver had told of the print 
he was doing for him after the well-known por- 
trait by Reynolds, and wrote to Grosvenor 
Bedford (9 May, 1759), requesting him at once 
to take away the pidture from McArdell and stop 
the engraving.^ However, explanations followed, 
and the engraving was duly completed. 

In 1748 McArdell engraved the portrait of 
Charles Bancks, a Swedish miniaturist, under 
the supervision of a little French oddity, the 
Chevalier Descazeaux, whose head was so turned 
by vanity and conceit that he imagined himself 
a wonderful poet and an exalted but hardly used 
individual. One can easily imagine the quiet 
amusement with which McArdell received the 
chevalier's " instrudtions." Of him, McArdell 
executed two etchings, which are his only known 
works in that method. In the same year he did 
John Cartwright, a village " character,'' in which 
he slyly introduced a magpie perched upon the 
frame. These prints show that McArdell was

fully endowed with the humour so strikingly 
charadleristic of the true-born Irishman. 

In 1749 he scraped the portrait of Lady Boyd, 
daughter-in-law of the unfortunate Earl of Kil- 
marnock, after Allan Ramsay, then one of the 
fashionable portrait-painters in London; and, 
after Hogarth, a half-length of that fine old sea- 
captain, Thomas Coram, the originator of the 
Foundling Hospital. 

The following year he engraved the portrait of 
the Duke of Dorset, then Lord Lieutenant of 
Ireland, after a pidture painted some years before 
by Kneller. Young as he was, McArdell had now 
fully reached the level of the best of his contem- 
poraries in the pradlice of his art. Then he must 
have felt the impulse to do something still better, 
and, like Gainsborough, went back to Van Dyck. 
He obtained permission from the Duke of Grafton 
to engrave Van Dyck's famous picture of the two 
sons of the first Duke of Buckingham, then in 
Kensington Palace, and in 1752 produced from 
it an admirable work instindt with truth and life. 
This engraving at once gave McArdell the lead 
in his profession, and he never looked back. It 
brought him besides considerable practice. Like 
most of the engravers of his time, McArdell, when 
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he felt his footing sure, opened a shop and sold 
his own prints. He lived in Covent Garden, first 
(by 1751) at the ''Golden Head next Southampton 
Street '' ; but six years later he is found at the corner 
of Henrietta Street under the same sign.^ 

In 1754 appeared the first prints executed by 
McArdell after Sir Joshua Reynolds. These 
were the Earl and Countess of Kildare, published 
first in Dublin by McArdell's fellow -pupil, 
Michael Ford, who had not removed to London; 
and Lady Charlotte Fitzwilliam (of which a re- 
production is given). The latter print was pub- 
lished by Reynolds himself. 

McArdell engraved thirty-eight portraits after 
Reynolds. Of these, the following may be re- 
ferred to as brilliant renderings: Lady Anne 
Dawson ; Mrs. Bonfoy ; Mrs., afterwards Lady 
Chambers (which we reproduce) ; Lady Elizabeth 
Montagu; Mrs. Hannah Horneck; Anne Day, 
afterwards Lady Fenhoulet; Maria, Countess 
Waldegrave ; Horace Walpole ; Admiral John 
Lockhart ; and John, Earl of Rothes. It was of 
these and other prints of McArdell's — marvellous 
''facsimiles in black and white'' as they have been

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happily called — in which the painter s charadler 
and charm were interpreted with a brilliance and 
precision previously unknown, that Sir Joshua 
used the memorable words: "By this man I 
shall be immortalized." 

The merits of some other portrait-painters 
more likely to be undervalued by future genera- 
tions owing to the enormous reputation of 
Reynolds were also recorded by the scraper of 
McArdell. Among them was Reynolds's master, 
Thomas Hudson. McArdell engraved twenty- 
one of Hudson's portraits, the most remarkable 
being the Duchess of Ancaster, dated 1757, which 
we reproduce. This charming print should prove 
that the much-abused Hudson was not unworthy 
of being Reynolds's first instrudlor. ''The face," 
in the opinion of one critic, " is finished like a 
miniature, the feathers and every detail of the 
dress brought out with marvellous skill"; ''one 
can almost feel the softness of the satin," writes 
another. There can be but one opinion as to the 
extraordinary merits of this particular " Hudson." 

McArdell likewise engraved many portraits 
after Ramsay, Mercier, Gainsborough, Hogarth, 
Benjamin Wilson, Cotes, Hoare, Liotard, and 
others of his day. 
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We have already mentioned his rendering of 
Van Dyck's pidture of George Villiers and his 
brother Francis as one among the many fine 
plates scraped by him from the masterpieces of 
an earlier day. After the same master he did 
the bold and brilliant engraving of the Countess 
of Southampton, to be afterwards referred to; 
the equally fine one of Lord John and Lord 
Bernard Stuart, the young sons of Esmd, Duke 
of Lennox ; and that of Helena Fourment, or 
Forman, Rubens's second wife. A delightful 
transcript from Rubens himself is that of the 
painter with his wife and child walking in a 
garden. 

About the last-named print, James Northcote 
has the following anecdote : 

*' James McArdell, the mezzotint engraver, 
having taken a very good print from the portrait 
of Rubens, came with it one morning to Sir 
Joshua Reynolds, to inquire if he could inform 
him particularly of the many titles to which 
Rubens had had a right, in order to inscribe them 
properly under his print, saying, he believed that 
Rubens had been knighted by the kings of France, 
Spain, and England; was Secretary of State in 
Flanders, and of the Privy Council in Spain ; and 
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had been employed in a Ministerial capacity from 
the Court of Madrid to the Court of London, to 
negotiate a treaty of peace between the two crowns, 
and that he was also a Magistrate of Antwerp, etc. 

" Dr. Johnson happened to be in the room with 
Sir Joshua at the time, and, understanding 
McArdeirs inquiry, interfered rather abruptly, 
saying, ' Pooh ! pooh ! put his name alone under 
the print; Peter Paul Rubens. That is full 
sufficient, and more than all the rest.' This advice 
of the Dodlor was accordingly followed^ [to some 
extent]." 

In his interpretations of Rembrandt, McArdell 
was no less happy. Those of our readers who 
visited the McArdell exhibition in 1886 will re- 
member how a comparison of the Dutch Interior 
with the original drawing by the master (both 
lent by Sir Francis Seymour Haden), showed 
with what remarkable fidelity the engraver scraped 
his plate. 

McArdell had undertaken the engraving of 
some of the fourteen pictures by Lely, known as 
the '* Windsor Beauties '' ; but he did not live to 
complete more than three: the noble-looking 
Elizabeth Hamilton (afterwards the Comtesse de

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Grammont), a superb example of his work ; the 
"famous and indeed incomparable beauty*' Mrs. 
Jane Myddelton ; and that clever but scheming 
lady politician, Henrietta, Countess of Rochester. 
It is quite possible that, in undertaking the por- 
traits of beautiful women, McArdell sought relief 
from the dreary task of engraving those of 
Georgian divines and respedlable nonentities; he 
certainly did as many ladies' portraits as he could, 
in this respedl following the time of Charles II., 
rather than that immediately preceding his own. 
This predilection was shared by succeeding en- 
gravers, more especially by the two Watsons and 
John Raphael Smith. 

With the accession of George III. came a 
happier day for art generally. Once more royalty 
extended its patronage to painters and engravers, 
and has since continued to do so. McArdell en- 
graved portraits of the young king and his homely 
little consort. Moreover, George III. was him- 
self a keen print-colledtor, as the cabinets in 
Windsor Castle testify. 

Occasionally McArdell drew his own designs 
and engraved from them. Of this class are the 
charadler portraits of three famous adlors, each 
in excellent drawing, and full of spirit. Quin is

represented in his favourite charadter of Falstaff ; 
Garrick as Peter Puff the auctioneer in Foote's 
comedy of ''Taste"; while Charles Blakes, the 
Soho hatter and hosier, who delighted the town 
by his inimitable personations of the French fop, 
is seen as Monsieur le Mddecin, with the huge 
muff carried by physicians in those days. 

In the midst of a brilliant career, McArdell 
was suddenly struck down, and died in Henrietta 
Street in his thirty-seventh year on 2 June, 1765. 
Three days afterwards he was buried in the peace- 
ful little churchyard of Hampstead. With his 
keen perception of the beautiful, McArdell must 
have loved a place which all our best artists have 
loved ; which at a later day John Constable called 
" sweet Hampstead," and so often painted in all 
its varied aspedls. 

A stone once marked his grave, but all trace 
of it had disappeared in the first decade of the 
nineteenth century.^ He died intestate and a 
bachelor, his estate being administered to by his 
brother Philip McArdell.^ 

He left at least five unfinished plates ; two after

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Reynolds — those of Lord and Lady Cathcart — 
being completed by Houston. These passed, 
with most of the others, into the hands of Robert 
Sayer, the Fleet Street printseller, who worked 
them for profit rather than for art, issuing worn 
and retouched impressions, and even falsifying 
proofs. Some of the plates were altered by an- 
other head being put in, and a new name inserted 
in the inscription space. Thus Sir Philip Hony- 
wood (state IIL) has been transformed into 
Prince Ferdinand of Brunswick ; a late state of 
Admiral Richard Tyrrell has been made to re- 
present another gallant seaman. Sir Charles 
Hardy, and so forth. 

McArdell was followed, as we have already 
said, by a brilliant band of engravers, amongst 
them Richard Earlom (his pupil) Thomas 
Watson, William Dickinson, John Jones, Valen- 
tine Green, John Dean, and the great John 
Raphael Smith; while of his own countrymen 
may be mentioned Edward Fisher, John Dixon, 
and James Watson (probably another pupil). 
'* In examining their works," to borrow the words 
of an excellent critic,^ *'one finds some distin-

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guished by a style of power and boldness, others 
by one of delicacy and grace, but McArdell only 
excelled in both. His Countess of Southampton, 
after Van Dyck, is an example of the first ; his 
Lady Mary Coke, after Ramsay, is one of the 
second." We give reproduAions of both prints. 

Though no memorial now marks his grave, 
one monument to McArdell yet remains which 
cannot perish ; we allude to his portrait, engraved 
by Earlom, after a drawing by himself made in 
the last year of his life, a reprodudlion of which 
forms the frontispiece to the present volume. 
There is depidled James McArdell, his right hand 
holding a scraper, the little instrument with 
which he achieved so much, before him his plate 
of the Van Dyck pidure, then at Blenheim, of 
"Time Clipping the Wings of Love"; "his face 
is expressive of genial kindness, of firm good 
sense, keen observation, and bold intelligence ; 
expressive of what he was, a great artist and a 
good man." ^ 

In 1886 the Burlington Fine Arts Club gave 
an exhibition of McArdell's works, the late John 
Chaloner Smith (a non-member) contributing 
nearly the whole of the colledlion.

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Chaloner Smith also wrote an appreciation of 
McArdell in the *' Dublin University Review," 
(vol. ii., pp. 331-341), a monthly which deserved 
a longer existence. To this and the same writer s 
monumental descriptive catalogue of ''British 
Mezzotinto Portraits/' we are much indebted. 
For permission to use the annotated copy of the 
last-named book in the Print Room at the British 
Museum, our obligations are great. The exhibi- 
tion catalogues of the Burlington Fine Arts Club 
have been found invaluable. Some information 
has likewise been gleaned from the lists of 
McArdelVs works given by Thomas Dodd in his 
"Memoirs of English Engravers," 1550-1800, 
vol. ix. ff. 281-302 (Additional MS., British 
Museum, No. 33,402). 

The prints seen in the British Museum are 
indicated by the letters B. M. appended to each 
state, followed by other letters denoting a par- 
ticular sedlion, colledlion, or grangerized book. 
Thus £*.=Engraver ; il/.=Master; /^.=Portrait; 
while CheyL refers to an example in the noble 
colledlion of mezzotints bequeathed last year to 
the nation by the late Lord Cheylesmore. 

Impressions have also been seen at the Vidloria 
and Albert Museum, South Kensington {V. 
and A.). 
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Where a print, or a state of a print, has not 
been seen by the compiler, the references y.C.5., 
Hamilton, or Burlington Fine Arts Club exhibi- 
tion have been employed, meaning that the same 
are described in J. Chaloner Smith's " British 
Mezzotinto Portraits," in Dr. Edward Hamilton's 
" Catalogue raisonnd of the Engraved Works of 
Sir Joshua Reynolds" (edit. 1884), or in the 
exhibitions promoted by the Burlington Fine 
Arts Club in 1886 and 1902. 

Mr. H. S. Theobald, K.C., Mr. Henry Percy 
Home and Mr. Fritz Reiss have kindly favoured 
the compiler with lists of the mezzotints by 
McArdell in their possession. 

The following abbreviations are used in the 
catalogue : 

W.L.=whole length ; dir.=diredled ; f.=front ; 
l.=left; r.=right. 

The measurements are given in inches and (un- 
less otherwise stated) are taken from the edges 
of the subjed engraved, the upright dimension 
being cited first.

Chaloner Smith, who contributed an impression to the Burling- 
ton Fine Arts Club exhibition of McArdell's works in 1886, 
says that this plate was "altered by McArdell from Brooks's 
plate of Robert Howard, Bishop of Elphin, and is one of 
his earliest works."

There are at present only three impressions known of this print.

S. Theobald, K.C. Dodd 
also includes it in his list of McArdell's prints. The print 
is in every respect worthy of McArdell. 

Chaloner Smith makes no mention of McArdell in connection with 
this print, but cites a state bearing the inscription : " Molenaar 
Pinx* Johnson fecit" (pt. ii., p. 731). The name "Johnson" is 
probably a fictitious one.
